The Cas and cash item on hand at the 
branches as called for by the books of 
the comany, at the close of business, 
July 11th ast, amounted to $44,131.44. 
Of this te sum of $31,689.35 only has 
been reeived up to November 
80th, thedifference, $17,442.06, is found 
to consis mainly of temporary loans, due 
bills, shots carried in the cash of some 
of its braches, and a portion of this 
amount te commissioners fear will prove 
atotal lus. ‘The commissioners, after 
further speaking of their transactions, re- 
fer to the difliculties with which they 
had to confend during the defective sys- 
tem of bodk keeping and the general con- 
fusion of sccourt:, and say considering 
the material which they have had tore- 
ly on and the persons to deal with, it 
is somewhat doubtful whether they shall 
ever beable to obtain an absvlutely 
correct statement of the liabilities and 
assets of the company. At apy rate it 
will be a slow and tedious process. The 
monthly reportsof the branches show 
that thereure on the books of the com- 
pany over 72,000 deposits. The ac- 
counts are still open and each of them 
requires a caretul examination. Fora 
itedger Ces Ol several! Dranches, 
including those of the Washington 
branch, were incorrect and unreliable, 
those of the Washington branch alone 
coutaining, at the time the commission- 
ers took possession, discrepancies to the 
amount of over $70,000. The sum of 
$16,523 has since been discovered to con- 
sist of the duplication of a portion of 
the depositc re’ accounts, they having been 
twice transferred from one of the old 
ledgers of the company. On account of 
irregularities thus existing, the commis- 
sioners made the pass books themselves 
the basis of Aheir examination. It soon 
became appareut that design- 
ing persons were engaged in 
exciting the suspicion of depositors, and 
endeavoring to prevent them from pre- 
senting their pass books. Many of the 
depositors themselves looked upon this 
action as an attempt on the part of the 
commissioners, to deprive them of the 
only evidence they had of the company’s 
indebtedness to them, and no amount or 
character of assurances seemed to be 
sufficient to disabuse them of the belief. 
All the schedules, except 
those of New Orleans and St. Louis, 
have been received. Most of them show 
the amount due depositors to be greater 
than the amount ahaa | reported by 
the officers in charge of the several 
branches. As soon, therefore, as allthe 
schedules and records of the several 
branches shall have been received and 
properly arranged, it is the purpose of 
the commissioners to carefully re- 
examine the accounts and continue 
the verification of the pass tooks 
as fast as they may be presented or for- 
warded to the commissioners, as from 
errors already found they are convinced 
this plan ifthe only one by which they 
can hope to arrive at aclose approxima- 
tion to the correct amount of the compa- 
ny’s liabilities. The commissioners ac-
